2. Citations and explanations : 

The present application relates to a wireless receiving pack wherein selected song data 
and a voice signal are transferred to an external computer using a serial communication 

interface after receiving selected song data and voice signal from a wireless 
microphone. There is an effect of constituting a karaoke system using hardware of the 

external computer. 

The cited documents disclose a technique wherein karaoke data are easily added and 
embodied without the individual karaoke machine by composing karaoke using a personal 
computer and composing a karaoke system using data which are recorded in VCD. 

From the above, an apparatus provided with an external computer and a key pad using an 
individual wireless receiving pack, wherein selected song data and a voice signal are 
inputted and transmitted to a computer, is not conventionally found. Therefore, the 
present invention is considered to be novel.
